What is true of grains of wheat and salamanders is 
true of boys and girls. Young people are the hope of the world. Of course youth 
has always acknowledged its right to criticize the status quo, and the old fogies 
who maintain it. That is as it should be. But if you and the generations of 
youth who succeed you are to be more than a hope, you will have to do something to 
bring about a new way of life. The hopes of countless generations of young people 
have brought us the world of 1948, and it is not what they thought it would be. 
New attitudes are needed to generate new relationships between individuals and na- 
tions. You will need to be able to look at a situation and to assess its facts 
truthfully, to see where justice resides, and where injustice lives in the guise 
of justice. Then having looked reality squarely in the face, will come the more 
difficult task of charting a wise course of action. In the Old Testament a wise 
man recommended that you "Do justly, love mercy and walk humbly with thy God." 
That way of life still needs to be tried on a worldwide scale. 


‘ But when you have adopted your philosophy of life and are trying to live it 

out, may we suggest that you be ready to endure criticism with good humor, for you 
may be sure that there will be those, younger than you in years but not in spirit, 
who will tell you quite vigorously that you are "All wet." Then you might well re- 
member the prayer of a very famous pirate, Sir Francis Drake: 


"QO Lord God, when thou givest to thy servants to endeavor any great 
matter, grant us also to know that it is not the beginning, but the 
‘continuing of the same until it be thoroughly finished, which yield- 
est the true glory, Amen." : 
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. ».; As the workmen complete the laying of Log No. 
1947-48 in Garneau High “School's framework, I am 
left. with the realization that Garneau High has a 
lot more to experience.

One such was the reopening of Garneau High to relieve the 
overcrowded situation in Edmonton high schools. Almost every school in the 
city was represented by the students milling about in our Assembly Hall. 


On the first day of school, order was called 
for in our heterogeneous midst. During the first 
two weeks, time tables were arranged and rearranged, 
trial classes were assembled and dismissed, and 
general disorder prevailed. Then the initial ex- 
citement lapsed into the old grind, and out of the 
hustle and bustle rose our first Students’ Council. : 
Groups with common interests organized to form 
clubs, teams and committees. 


The clubs that functioned with 
some degree of success were the Bad- 
minton, Boxing and Wrestling, Swim- 
ming, Bowling, Glee, Drama and Chess 
Clubs, and the Boys’ and Girls'

School History (Continued) 


fall was a school sports day held in the South Side Stadium. The Garneau Rugby 
Machine tried unsuccessfully to enter the "portals of fame"--but its day was yet 
to come. Slowly but surely the voice of the students gained strength and the 
first issue of Garneau's school paper, "The Echo", was nublished in December. 
Lits held the most important place in our social development that first year, 
but perhaps you will also remember the first school dance, "March Madness." In 
the spring of 1946 were established Garneau's first traditions--school pins, 
rings and our school colors of wine and gold-~all to be recorded for posterity 
in the Log. 


You can't hold a good thing back. In the fall of 1946 a more complete 
Garneav High School, equipped with a larger staff, opened its door to accom- 
modate a growing student wvody. The Echo announced the election results and 
the various clubs were organized. This year house lea:uves in basketball and 
hockey played a primary part in sports. The Christmas dance, "Reindeer Ram- 
ble", was held just before the holidays. During this winter the girls! senior 
and junior basketball teams, the "Flying Five", the Garneau hockey team, the 
Badminton Club and ovr Boxing and Wrestling Club took part in inter-scholastic 
competition. The Seniors won the city basketball championship to our great joy, 
while one of our "pugs" returned victorious from the tournament ring. The 
spring time, taking thoughts far from study, ended with the winning of the 
girls' city softball championship and the brush cut rage. 


A new word enters our history here. Graduation! To make this a success 
the efforts of many were applied. After the graduation banquet, tumult in- 
creased until the feverish days of do-or-die exam time. . Later we found that 
academically Garneau was well represented, thanks to the patience and for- 
bearance of our teachers, for two Garneau graduates, Lois Skorupski and David 
Fawcett, took academic awards in 1947. 


Last fall, when the halls of Garneau High School again rang with student 
voices, the school may have looked the same, but behind the scenes the hands 
of thoroughbred Garneau students were at the controls. We were no longer a 
"United Nations", but a unified body, choosing our own ways for typically Gar- 
neau activities. The spirit instilled’in our school in its three years of 
existence has shown itself successfully in many ways. The Echo, the Christmas 
dance "Tinsel Twirl", Garneau's further participation in sports such as basket- 
ball, badminton, and boxing represents this spirit. This year has added a 
motto, "Iuvenes, Spes Mundi", a sweater and our first talent show in the form 
of a "Variety Night", plus a more classical activity know as the French Club. 


This year, graduation will carve another mark in the history of our school, 
for from our halls will pass the first of Garneau's own graduates, who came as 
foundlings and will leave carrying the name "Garneau High School" as a cherished 
memory.
